This is the fundamental law governing 
farm prices and production under nor- 
mal conditions, but the investigator in- 
to the present state of affairs will agarch 
in vain for evidences of its operation. 
In a country like Western Canada, for 
example, the cost, of wheat production 
under normal conditions has been detér- 
mined at approximately sixty cents’ a 
bushel, A> price which will allow a 
moderate profit on that cost is, therefore 
a normal price.

Why Milk Turns Sour 


Ways in Which to Defeat the Work 
of the Microbe 

Milk turns sour because a little mi- 

crobe, known as the milk microbe, 


gets into it, and being very fond of 
the sugar which is in the milk, turns 


this sugar into an acid, 


If we could. keep milk entirely 
away from the air after the cow is 
milked, it would not turn sour, but 
as soon as’ it is exposed to the air 
these microbes, which are constantly 
in the air, drop into the.milk, They 
are alive although invisible to the 
tlaked eye. If when they drop into 
the-milk it is warm enough to-enable 
them to do their work, they attack 
the sugar.in the milk and turn it in- 
to acid, Their attempt to sour the 
milk can be ovefcome by keeping it 
at a low temperature in the refriger- 
ator, but as soon as the milk is tak- 
en out of the refrigerator and left

the milk is boiled as soon or shortly

Land Settlement 
Act is Prepared 


Will Propose Grant ‘With Provi- 
vision for Loan of $1,500 
or $2,000 


The soldicrs land settlement act 
which will provide for a free grant o 
Dominion land to vetetans of the im- 
perial forces, coupled with a provie 
sion for a loan, to be advanced un- 
der supervision, of $1,500 or $2,000, 
will be presented in the house by 
Hon. Dr. Roche, minister of| the in- 
terior, who with Hon. Martin Bur- 
rell, minister of agriculture, has had 
charge of its preparation, . It is un- 
derstood that its terms were settled 
and appréved by the prime minister 
before leaving for England, and a full 
memorandum of its provisions was 
furnished to J. Bruce Walker, of the 
department of the interior, who went 
to England for the purpose of repre- 
senting Canada on the imperial im- 

igration board.
